EDMONTON REPORT

EDMONTON: Four of five half¬ 
day sittings of members of the Al¬ 
berta legislature last week were de 
voted to matters of education. 
Members of the legislature’s com¬ 
mittee on educjlion heard the 
views of about a dozen organizat¬ 
ions and more were to appear this 
week before the committee could 
begin assessing what it had heard 
and what can be added to or delet 
ed from, the legislative program to 
meet the inadequacies claimed by 
the various representatives. 

Debate on the budget, brought 
' down by Premier Manning more 
than a week ago, got away to a 
slew start with one afternoon ses¬ 
sion " consumed by the education 
committee and another devoted en 
tirely to the debate oh Social Cre¬ 
dit theories of monetary and cre¬ 
dit reform. It was expected that 
night sittings would be required 
this week to speed the debate on 
the budget which must be passed 
before the end of the fiscal year, 
March 31. 

Support for the department of 
education’s proposed six-week 
training program for tttechers who 
would take classrooms where there 
are no teachers now, was voiced in 
the education committee hearings 
by the Alberta School Trustees’ 
Association and the Farm "Womens 
Union of Alberta. 4k 

Opposition came from the Alber¬ 
ta Teachers! Association, the Feder 
ation of Home and School Associa¬ 
tions and the University of Alber¬ 
ta, to name some of the larger or¬ 
ganizations. 

Financial matters were dealt 
with by the Union of Alberta Mun¬ 
icipalities, which felt that greater 
assistance by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment would leave the munici¬ 
palities more money with which to 
attend to new fields of responsi¬ 
bility which are falling to them.

Liberal' Leader J. Harper 
Browse’s criticism of the govern¬ 
ment’s proposed budget rested on 
his contention that of the revenue 
eypected in the coming fiscal year 
more than $11)0 million will come 
from “ordinary taxes and levies 
on the individual citizens of Alber¬ 
ta." He called for the reduction in 
some of the taxes collected by the 
government 

“I suggest," said Mr. Prowse, 
“that the time has come when we 
can give some relief to the motor¬ 
ist.’’ 

He suggested a flat $5 fee for 
private passenger cars and farm 
trucks. The saving to motorists he 
estimated at about $2,000,000 a 
year, while the income which 
would be derived, more than $1,- 
000,000, would be adequate to take 
care of administration costs. 

Mr. Prowse also wanted the ab¬ 
olition of what he termed “the-ob- 
solete and discriminatory” incre¬ 
ment tax administered under the 
Land Titles Act. He said it hits the 
person who wants to sell farm 
property and benefits no one. Ab¬ 
olition of the amusement tax was 
another of Mr. Browse's requests. 
Il is expected to bring the govern¬ 
ment $1,100,000 in the coming year 

For the municipalities, the Lib¬ 
eral leader wanted the govern- 
ment to set up a central purchas- 


ing agency fr.r road construction 
and maintenance machinery, on 
which the government pays no fed 
eral sales and excise tax but on 
which the municipalities do. He al¬ 
so wanted the government to allow 
municipalities to obtain tax-free* 
gasoline f„r use in their vehicles. 

"The tax Conversions I have re¬ 
commended," he said, “will not 
cause any dislocation of provincial 
income nor interfere in any way 
with the government’s ability to 
provide services above and beyond 
those which they are presently 
providing. But I suggest that the 
aggregate of taxes which people 
are called upon to pay today has 
gone beyond the limit." 

The other major activity of the 
week was last Thursday’s debate 
on a resolution, moved by fSocia! 
Credit members, asking the Fed- 
'eral government to extend money 
and credit, to which was added an 
amendment and sub-amendment, 
making it “clear that what is want 
ed is implementation of Social Cre¬ 
dit theories in Canada. The debate, 
which was not concluded last week 
featured accusations and shouts by 
members and calls for order from 
the speaker, Hon. Peter Dawsoq, 
Social Credit meniber for Little 
Bow. At one point he threatened to 
adjourn the assembly if the mem¬ 
bers refused to curb their tempers 
and remarks. There seemed little 
doubt as to the outcome of the re¬ 
solution. The Social Credit majo- 
orlty will sec that it U passed. So-

EDMONTON: Adherents of the 
progressive Conservative party in 
Alberta have set themselves what 
appears to be a heavy task -that 
of re-entry and full participation in 
provincial pol.tics, 

The size oi the task may be 
gauged from the fact that Conser¬ 
vatives have played but a minor 
role in provincial affairs for more 
than 30 years. They hate never 
formed a provincial government in 
this province and but for a relativ 
ely few years constituted only ;i- 
small opposition. 

Even the Conservatives, during 
their recent provincial convention 
here, admitted that it is possible 
that many immigrants and not a 
few youthful voters, have little 
idea what the Conservative party 
stands for. To clarify this, perhaps 
for themselves as well as potential 
supporters, the provincial associa- 
i inn agreed that the jncxlconveru 
lion would nail down a provincial 
platform as well as name a provin 
cial leader. 

They plan ‘o heed the advice of 
their national leader, George Drew 
and nominate candidates f_r every 
federal riding in Alherta as soon 
as possible. They also plan to car* 
ry his advice into the provincial 
field and do likewise for the pro¬ 
vincial constituencies. 

By way of a little background 
the first provincial election after 
formation of Alberta as a provin. > 
in 1905 saw th. r Liberals form the 
government with 21 members to 
the Conservatives two, plus one In 
d. pendent Conservative. The sec- 
t nd election returned 33 Liberals 
and seven Conservatives and the 
third. 38 Liberals and 18 Conserva¬ 
tives. 

Then in the general provincial 
election of 1921, the Conservatives 
ran only four condulutes. They el¬ 
ected only one. Since that time 
the m st they have ever had car¬ 
rying the Warner in the legislature 
was sewn members. During the 
early 'Ills some of the 11* In.l.- 
pendents which sat across the 
house from Social Creditors un¬ 
doubtedly were Conservatives but 
were not known as such in the 
house. 

Since 1921 Alberta's politics have 
been anything but , jrthodox as 
far as the so-called "old line" par¬ 
ties are eoneerned—what with 
majority parties like the United 
Farmers of Alberta and the Social 
Credit.
